Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: In resposne to the query of whether the proposed affidavits were 
sufficient to overcome the 103 rejection, the examiner referred applicant's attorney to the section of the MPEP on 
Commercial Success affidavitsbecause there was no nexus established between the affidavits and the features in the 
claims. The examiner also proposed that applicant considere claiming the invention more specifically by including the 
limitations of claims 6 and 7 in claim 5 while claiming the invention as a purse system with a plurality of housings while 
claiming the advantages of being able to selectively place the pouches in the purse. In addition to these changes to 
claim 5 it was also suggested that applicant add a markush type listing of the contents of the pouches as claimed in the 
dependent claims where the items are more specifically directed to what type of pouches applicant sells and those 
directed to items women carry such as tissues, a cell phone, hygenic items, cosmetics etc, to distinuish over pouches 
for carrying tools. It was also suggestd that applicant consider canceling the liner claims since the affidavit is directed 
to a purse not a liner and the liner was rejected as being anticipated not obvious over the art. The claims and affidavits 
will be further considered when submitted. 
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
